It is not to be dented that it was a splendid 


Bight when o hundred of tho gladiators, who 
were to play the 'first act," so to speak (they 
were a mere fraction of the performers to 
bo oxl'ibitod), camo marohing in two by two. 
They -wore armed mostly as soldiers, but with 
moro of ornament and with greater splendor. 
Their helmota were of various shapes, but 
each had a bi oad bi im and a visor consisting 
of four plates, tho upper two being pierced 
to allow tho wearer to soo through them. On 
the top, also, there was what one might liken 
to tho comb of a cock, and fastened to this, 
a plum of horsehair dyed crimson, or of 
crimson feathers. 
Borne wcio called "Bamnites," the name of an 
Italian tribe that once nearly brought Rome 
to her knees. Theso carried a short sword 
and a large oblong shield, others were armed 
as Thracians or as Greeks. Others, again, 
were distinguished by tho symbol of a fish 
upon their helmets.
